if desired, 
provide 
ample 
space for a comprehensive display 
of all the State Charitable and Cor­ 
rectional activities. 
Every Charitable and Correction- 
able institution or organization in 
the State, public or private, will be 
invited to participate, including 
all 
State Boards and State Institutions,, 
County Institutions, County Boards 
of Charities, Boards of Children’s 
Guardians, Municipal Charities and 
voluntary organizations.

BEAT CONNERSVILLE 


Sixth District Good Road Advocates 


Hope to Form Live Organi­ 


zation in Every County 


OFFICERS 
A R E 
ELECTED 


Good road advocates of the sixth 


district will hold tliier next meeting 
at Connersville in the Commercial 
club rooms on May 18. This was the 
decision of the session at Cambridge 
City this week when good road men, 
held their second meeting to discuss 
ways and means to further the case 
of the Indiana 
Highway Commis­ 
sion. Rush 
county was 
not repre­ 
sented at the meeting this week, but 
there were a few from here at the 
initial session. 
Only four counties of the district 
were 
represented 
bceause of the 
bad day, but a constitution and by­ 
laws of the 
district 
organization 
were adopted. Plans were discussed 
to perfect better county organiza­ 
tions and to secure legislation in 
the interest of good roads. 
Thomas 
C. Bryson 
of Conners­ 
ville was elected 
permanent secre­ 
tary. The members of the executive 
committee 
were 
designated 
as 
chairman of their respective coun­ 
ties, and were instructed to select 
a practical road man in each town­ 
ship chairman, and to affect a per­ 
manent organization of citizens. 


Many farmers and 
their 
wives, 
together with a number of interested 
city people visited the special egg 
and poultry train of three cars, two 
from Purdue 
university 
and 
one 
from the United States department 
of agriculture, which stood on the 
iding at the Big Four depot today. 
The car came from Manchester and 
will be at Knightstown Monday. 
It 
was believed that 
the crowd 
was 
much larger because of the day- 
Saturday—when many farmers visit 
Rushville. 
Two of the cars arc from Purdue 
University and are in charge of L. 
L. Jones and F . L. Reed. 
One of 
the Purdue ears is a lecture ear and 
the other one shows latest devices in 
the way of houses, coops and feed 
for poultry production. The lectures 
are delivered three times each day 
by the Purdue men, at 10:30 o’clock 
in the morning and at 1:30 
and 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
The lec­ 
tures were supplemented with stere- 
opticon views of all phases of poul­ 
try managements. 
The third car in the outfit is sent 
out by the United States department 
of Agriculture and shows thq mar­ 
keting 
side 
of 
poultry 
products 
such as the candling of eggs and the 
handling of picked poultry, with a 
feeding for profit. II. II. McAleer 
and A. C. Albin, of the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture, were with" 
the government car and 
gave 
in­ 
structive talks and 
demonstrations 
during the day to the persons who 
came for information. 
Tn the Purdue demonstration car 
there was an end view of a 
proper 
type of ventilated poultry house in 
full size. Not only was the house 
there but hens were there too and 
some of them were 
on 
the 
nest, 
some had completed the important 
duty of laying and others were en­ 
joying themselves on the scratching 
floor. 
The whole thing looked clean 
and the eggs in the nest told their 
own story. Different kinds of nests 
were shown, all of them simple and 
»ad doors to close at the rear from 
convenient. The better kinds of nests 
which the eggs could be taken, at 
the same time providing an arrange­ 
ment that would make Biddie believe 
she was hiding her nest. 
All of the different kinds of poul­ 
try foods were shown. 
These feeds 
consist of nearly all .the 
grains— 
oats, wheat, cracked 
corn, 
millet 
seed, oyster 
shells, 
charcoal 
and 
other kinds. Methods of 
sprouting 
oats for winter green 
feed 
were 
shown. Two types of incubators, the 
hot air and the hot water 
kinds, 
were exhibited hut the lecturer made 
no choice between the two. 
He ex­ 
plained that each kind had advan­ 
tages and objections. 
In the government car the usual 
egg candling 
demonstrations 
were 
shown together 
with 
the 
proper 
method of 
preparing 
poultry 
for 
market. It was explained that where 
poultry is dry picked the killers have 
a knowledge of striking the fowl’s 
brain in a certain way with a knife 
so that the bird releases its feath­ 
ers. 
The entire eastern markets de­ 
mand'dry picked poultry while such 
markets as Indianapolis are not so 
particular. 
Milk fed fowls are extra fine, the 
speaked said, but some times when

to the 
mountains. 
Howze and his force had been an 
the trail since Wednesday afternoon.

European struggle. 
This co-opera­ 
tion would be impossible where the

pope believes.

This is tlie essence of 
the kaiser’s reply, officials say, and 
eaves no actual 
issues 
with Ger­ 
many. The issue will remain closed, 
officials believed.

Ger­ 
many will not' reopen it by resuming 
warfare against merchantmen. 
Every care will be taken, they be- 
ieve, to prevent 
submarine 
com­ 
manders violating the order and the 
danger of violation only in the fact 
:hat German submarine commanders 
are for the most part young officers, 
some of them, perhaps difficult to 
control. 
But Germany having once 
quit her submarine warfare against 
merchant ships, no high official here
